the college frank lloyd wright designed 


ITHIN EASY DRIVING DISTANCE of Palm Beach and the 
DY ria East Coast, the largest concentration of 

architecture in America or abroad by Frank Lloyd 
Wright is rising in beauty and splendor on the 87-acre 
orange grove campus of Florida Southern College in Lake- 
land. 

Visitors from virtually every nation in the world come 
to this Central Florida educational institution to see the 
work of the 84-year-old dean of American architects and 
renowned throughout the world for his contributions in his 
professional field. 

They see on the hillside above beautiful Lake Hollings- 
worth, ultra-modern buildings that are almost literally “out 
of the earth and into the sun,” created by Mr. Wright as 
part of an overall campus program that will cost more than 
$10,000,000 before its completion. 

The architect began his work at Lakeland back in 1936 
after a visit at his summer home in Wisconsin from Dr. Ludd 
M. Spivey, president of the college since 1925, who told Mr. 
Wright on a flying trip of his vision of a truly American 
college campus, promising: 

“If you will design the buildings, I’ll go out and raise 
the money. Just how, I don’t know, but together we can 
do it.” 

The outcome of that meeting was that the architect 
visited Florida and laid out a master plan for the campus, 


calling for 18 building units in addition to streams, pools, 
gardens and landscaping featuring such semi-tropical plants 
and flowers as bougainvillea, cycads, century plants, Chinese 
velvet, azaleas, hibiscus, crotons, traveler’s palm, sedum, 
cherry laurel, jatropha, pink oleander and browallia. 

Today, nine of the units have been completed. These 
are the Annie Pfeiffer Chapel, the E. T. Roux Library, the 
Emile E. Watson Administration Building, the J. Edgar Wall 
Waterdome, the Charles W. Hawkins Seminar, the Cora 
Carter Seminar, the Isabel Walbridge Seminar, the Danforth 
Miniature Chapel, and, as yet, the unnamed new $500,000 
Industrial Arts Building. 

Under construction now is the “Polk County Science 
Building,” a unit that when completed will cost an estimated 
$1,000,000. The Danforth miniature chapel will be dedicated 
during the College’s 70th Founders’ Week Celebration, 
February 28 through March 6. On Mr. Wright’s drawing 
board is a new Music Building, ground for which will be 
broken in the near future. Still to be constructed also are 
a fine arts building, a swimming pool, (a small pool is now 
under construction on the East Campus), and amphitheater, 
a theater and museum, a faculty club and additional seminars. 

Mr. Wright calls his buildings at Florida Southern “or- 
ganic architecture” with every building out of the earth and 
into the sun, and he comments: 


“Their outdoor-garden character is intended to be an

expression of Florida at its best. You will see in these build- 
ings the sentiment of a true educational saga along the 
cultural lines of an indigenous Architecture for our own 
country.” 

Visitors to the college see buildings that almost literally 
seem to be a part of the earth itself. In a sense, too, they are 
for a basic ingredient used in construction is Florida sand. 
All of the Wright structures are of steel and concrete, the 
latter either in slab or block form. The concrete blocks were 
specially designed by Mr. Wright and they are made in a 
small plant on the campus. Neither fire nor windstorm 
insurance is carried on any of the units. 

The outdoors is brought to the indoors, too, by Mr. 
Wright’s ‘organic architecture” through the liberal use of 
plate glass, some panes reaching from the roof overhang 
almost to the ground, and with the new Industrial Arts 
Building having some walls almost entirely constructed of 
glass. Sun glare is avoided through the roof overhangs. 
Inside all of the buildings are growing plants and vines. 

One of the most unique features of the Frank Lloyd

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Wright Campus is the esplanade, or covered walkways, which 
connect each of the buildings. Supported by classically- 
designed columns, the roof protects from the sun and rain. 
The walkways also are of concrete and steel, being erected 
through the use of special forms. When the overall project 
is completed, there wil be more than one-and-one-half miles 
of esplanade. 

Students have played a very important role in the de- 
velopment of the ultra-modern campus for by their physical 
labors, the buildings have come into being. Interested visitors 
now see contingents of young men clearing land, digging 
foundations, pouring concrete, constructing forms, and laying 
concrete blocks as work on the new science building pro- 
gresses. There are two principal contingents, the young men 
attending classes three days per week and laboring as con- 


struction workers three days per week. Mr. Wright has a

permanent representative at the college who supervises their 
activities, and the specially designed concrete blocks are made 
in a small plant on the campus. 

The work-study plan has two obvious advantages. The 
students receive tuition, room and board without cost, and 
the college in turn receives the benefits of their labors, thus 
reducing construction costs, a matter of major importance to 
the small, private college without access to public tax funds 
and with always limited resources. 

And while Mr. Wright labors at his drawing board, and 
students sweat to put his plans into building action, Dr. 
Spivey, the good genius behind the building of the magnifi- 
cent Florida college, drives himself day after day and year 
after year seeking the means to bring his dream into fulfill- 
ment. Despite his 30 years as head of the college, he travels 
tens of thousands of miles and fills hundreds of speaking 
engagements every 12 months telling all of the men and 
women who will listen about the ‘‘College of Tomorrow” and 
of the need for private support of all of the nation’s private 
colleges. 

He tells and retells of how the college was founded by 
the Florida Methodist Conference at Orlando in 1885 with

students and instructors plagued by malaria; how the trustees 
decided to move the school to Leesburg a few years later 
because they believed ‘“Florida’s City Beautiful” in 1953 that 
Orlando would always be just a swamp; how epidemic again 
hit the college at Leesburg and the decision to move it to 
Palm Harbor (then Southerland) on the Florida West Coast ; 
how the school was next destroyed by fire and a tropical 
storm; of the next move to Clearwater Beach where disaster 
struck again in the form of fire; how the college was finally 
moved to Lakeland in 1923 with the trustees voting early in 
the 1930’s to close Florida Southern “forever” because of 
depression. 

But the trustees failed to reckon with the determination 
of the College President who resolved that Florida Southern 
should not close. Now, only two decades later, the liberal 
arts school has more than 50 educational buildings, a year- 
‘round enrollment of approximately 3,000 men and women, 
and Frank Lloyd Wright architecture that has often brought 
forth the term, “the world’s most beautiful college campus.” 

When will it all end? Dr. Spivey says not until his 
dream has been brought into fulfillment with every Wright- 
designed unit completed. He predicts a time possibility of 
within five years. 

“T have faith. I have always had faith. Sometimes very 
little more. There were those who said it could never b2 
done, but then there were those who believed that Florida 
would always be a land of malaria, swamps, snakes and 
alligators.”

Spanish, British and French documents pertaining to 

the colonial period in Florida, is now in the Univer- 
sity of Florida Lilrary of Gainesville after several years of 
negotiations. 

Consisting of photostats and transcriptions of between 
7,000 and 8,000 documents, the collection totals some 150,000 
sheets and is valued at $125,000 by the Library of Congress. 

Nine-tenths of the papers were taken from Spanish 
archives, relating to Spanish Florida. The balance were 
taken from the archives of Great Britain and France. 

Col. Stetson spent some $250,000 collecting the docu- 
ments because of his great interest in Florida history. He 
had planned to publish a large number of volumes from them 
and other sources, written by some of the foremost historians 
in the country. Some of these were published. 

Selecting the documents to be photographed in the 
archives were Irene A. Wright, a specialist in archives, and 
Dr. James A. Robertson, who edited the series of volumes 
which were published. A calendar was made of a large part 
cf the dccuments under Dr. Robertson’s supervision, which 
was later completed by the Library of Congress. 

Composed of material relating to Florida and the South- 
eastern part of the United States during the period from 
1518 until 1821, the bulk of the collection includes photo- 
graphs brought back from Spain of official orders sent from 
“pain to Florida, reports sent to Spain from officials in 
Ilorida and information concerning military affairs and the 
church in early Florida. Also contained in the collection are 
reproductions of documents concerning the early British and 
I’rench settlements in Florida, gathered in those countries. 

The earliest document in the collection is dated in the 
vear 1518, and pertains to several royal decrees. All of the 
documents are written in longhand in a Spanish dialect which 
is no longer in use today and which requires considerable ~ 
experience to translate. 

The cataloging underway in the P. K. Yonge Library of 
Florida History, a division of the University of Florida 
Library, is under the direction of Charles Arnade, a man 
with considerable experience in old manuscripts. In complet- 
ing work on his doctor’s dissertation, Arnade studied ancient 
Spanish manuscripts for three years at the University of 
Michigan and for one year in the archives of Bolivia. The 
catalog is expected to be completed by June, 1955. 

The collection was on loan to the Library of Congress 
during 1939-1940, and some 10 years later, the University 
began negotiations with Col. Stetson for moving the collec- 
tion from the Library to the University. Dr. John S. Allen, 
acting president, explained that the acquisition of the valu- 
able collection comes as a direct result of several years of 
negotiations with Col. Stetson, his widow, and the Library 
of Congress, carried on largely by Dr. R. W. Patrick, head 
of the University’s Department of History. 

The collection was received in August of this year and 
placed in the Library of Florida History of which Julien C. 
Yonge is director. Library officials agree that the collection 
is the most important addition made to the Library of Florida 
History’s valuable collection of Floridiana, and provides 
much of the needed material on the colonial period in Florida. 

Stanley L. West is director of University of Florida 
Libraries. Assisting in the negotiations for the collection 
was Frank Heitz, of the Office of the Attorney General, 
Tallahassee.

Jamaica Itinerary 


G.R.G. Princess Margaret and her party, 
touring the British West Indies, will arrive on Saturday, 
February 19, on the royal yacht Britannia, at Port Royal, on 
Kingston Harbor. 

At this historic place, once the rendezvous of pirates and 
buccaneers, she will take the salute of the “Guard of Honor” 
and will be welcomed by representatives of the island, at the 
spot on which her sister H. R. H. Queen Elizabeth II de- 
parted from Jamaica, with her husband, Philip, Duke of 
Edinburgh, in November of 1953, after their visit to this 
island. 

H. E. Sir Hugh Foot, K.C.M.G., K.C.V.O., O.B.E., Gov- 
ernor of Jamaica, when announcing the plans for the recep- 
tion to the royal visitor, stated that “behind Her Royal High- 
ness as She steps ashore we shall see the Royal yacht Bri- 
tannia in the calm sweep of the harbor where so many 
famous ships have anchored in days gone by, and behind that 
the majestic circle of the Blue Mountains, while over on one 
side of the Parade Ground will be the red brick and anchors 
of Fort Charles to remind us of the great naval heritage and 
history of Port Royal. There could be no more noble setting 
for a royal occasion.” 

Leaving Port Royal, Princess Margaret will drive to 
Kingston to receive the capital’s municipal welcome, at the 
King George VI Memorial Park, named after her late father. 
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Visitors Can See Princess 

All aiong the Palisadoes Road from Port Royal to King- 
ston, and in the city, visitors can see the young Princess and 
her party, and throughout her five-day stay in Jamaica there 
will be as good or better opportunities, in other parts of the 
island as well as in the capital. 

On the afternoon of her first day in Jamaica the Prin- 
cess will attend the horse races at Knutsford Park. In the 
evening there wil! be a reception in her honor at King’s 
House, the residence of Sir Hugh and Lady Foot. 

The next morning, Sunday, she will be driven over the 
13 miles to ancient Spanish Town, for a reception by local 
officials in the historic square, after which she will attend 
the morning service at the 300-year-old St. Catherine’s 
Cathedral. Following an afternoon of rest the royal visitor 
will dine informally at the Blue Mountain Inn, a few miles 
northeast of Kingston, in the foothills of Jamaica’s famed 
mountains of that name, as the guest of the Commander of 
the Caribbean Area and the officers of the Jamaica Garrison, 
including officers of Queen Alexandria’s Royal Nursing 
Corps, of which Princess Margaret is Commander-in-Chief. 


FEBRUARY 18, 1955 
Will Attend Cereentenary Events 

The royal visitor will participate in or witness several 
of the events that are scheduled to take place in Jamaica 
during the year-long celebration of the island’s 300 years as 
a member of the British Commonwealth. Among them will 
be the military display at Up Park Camp, Kingston, where 
the Jamaica Regiment will ‘‘troop the color,” one of the most 
impressive and thrilling military exercises of the British 
Empire forces, and Her Royal Highness will take the salute. 

That evening she will be the guest of honor at a formal 
dinner for about 70 persons, in the ballroom at King’s House. 
Among the guests will be the Princess’s cousin, Princess 
Alice, and her husband the Earl of Athlone, who will be 
making an extended visit on the island. Later that evening 
Princess Margaret will visit the charity ball which will be 
held in a suburb of Kingston, at the University College of the 
West Indies, in aid of the Princess Alice fund for the endow- 
ment of the college. 
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Will Enjoy Jamaican Barbecue 

On Tuesday, February 22, Princess Margaret will visit 
the “parishes” of Clarendon and Manchester, in the interior, 
stopping first to be welcomed at the Denbigh agricultural 
show ground by representatives of the Jamaica Agricultural 
Society and the 4-H Movement. She will then inspect the 
huge plant of Alumina Jamaica Limited, at Kendal, in one 
of the island’s rich bauxite areas, and will drive to Mande- 
ville, ‘the English Village.”” Here there will be a children’s 
rally, in the main square. In the evening there will be an 
informal barbecue supper. 

On the following morning the royal visitor will go to 
Morant Bay, near the island’s eastern end, for a ceremony to 
open the new Morant Bay Hospital. 
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Mill Enjoy Kiner-KRafting 


The rest of that Wednesday will be free from formalities. 
The Princess will drive north to San San Bay, one of the 
island’s most enchantingly beautiful spots, where she will 
remain overnight, after a private excursion to enjoy Ja- 
maica’s unique sport of river-rafting, on the Rio Grande, 
near Port Antonio. There will be an open-air picnic supper 
for her on the beach at San San, that evening. 

On the fifth and final day, Thursday, February 24, the 
Princess will motcr to Port Antonio, to be received by the 
“Custos,” or Mayor, and representatives of the Parish of 
Portland, and wili inspect a police guard of honor, before 
leaving on the Britannia to sail from Port Antonio for the 
Bahamas. 

Commenting upon the Princess’s visit, Governor Foot 
recently said to the people of Jamaica: “As we proudly show 
Jamaica to the young Princess we shall remember that her 
visit is a part of the larger festivities and celebrations which 
are to run throughout our Anniversary Year and we shall 
all, I am sure, feel a sense of special gratitude to Her Royal 
Highness for coming to visit us in a year so important and 
so significant for Jamaica.

WEEK-LONG SERIES OF EVENTS were featured last 

MA month at the Palm Beach Golf Club when the Winter 

Golf League of Advertising Interests staged their 

47th golf tournament. A field of 113 golfers was divided 

into seven flights with three additional sub-flights to each 
division for the four days of match play. 

Walter B. Pedersen, Wilton, Conn., golf equipment manu-

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: IGH UP in North Flerida and Way Down 
Upon the Suwannee River at White Springs— 

is located Florida’s famed Stephen Foster Memorial, the 

state’s most-visited, non-commercial attraction. 


The Suwannee country is a beautiful part of the state, 
with a fascination of its own. There is little resemblance 
to the lake and grove country of central Florida, or to the 
beach and paim tree lands to the south, but there is a definite 
and charming Southern atmosphere. 

The Suwannee River rises in the mysterious Okefenokee 


swamp of South Georgia, winds gracefully through a wooded 
course in North and West Florida, then disappears into the 


‘Gulf of Mexico. 


Another Suwannee, the legendary river immortalized by 
Stephen Foster’s music, has been described as rising ‘“‘in the 
highest mountains of the human soul. . . flowing through 
the pleasant, sunny vales of memory .. . and emptying into 
the glorious ocean of unfulfilled dreams... 


) 


These two streams—the earthbound river and the “Old 
Folks at Home” river—figuratively merge in the Stephen 
Foster Park to provide a memorable setting for the Foster 
Memorial, the State of Florida’s tribute to America’s best- 
loved composer. 


Each year, hundreds of thousands of visitors from all 
the 48 states and many foreign lands pass through the gates 
of the 243-acre sanctuary where the Old South of Stephen 
Foster’s music lives on. . 


They enter a peaceful place of tall pines, of fragrant 
magnolias, of spreading oaks and Spanish moss, with the 
Suwannee flowing quietly between shady banks where 
Osceola and his forbears camped. 


Centerpiece of the Memorial is the Foster Museum, 
built in the form of a stately ante-bellum mansion and hous- 
ing many priceless items of Fosteriana. 


In the museum, which was opened to the public by the 
State of Florida in the fall of 1950, are eight animated 
dioramas depicting Foster’s most popular songs; two original 
Foster paintings by the famous artist Howard Chandler 


Osceola hunted along the wooded banks of the Suwannee as a young man. Here 
Fred Beaver, a Creek Indian from Oklahoma, visits the river country from which 
his own forbears were removed by the Federal government to Oklahoma many 
years ago, Beaver was a participant in the Florida Folk Festival 

at the Foster Memorial in 1954. 
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Christy; many historical documents, musical scores, furni- 
ture and other items typical of Foster’s time. 

One travel editor, writing for a magazine with national 
circulation, had this to say of the Memorial: 


“The Stephen Foster Memorial, being state property, is 
carefully shielded from the noisy spectacle and garish display 
which typifies many a commercial attraction bidding for 
the tourist dollar. Instead, it has the quiet dignity and 
decorum of a monument where lovers of music and family 
groups may look upon the genteel way of life that prevailed 
in the South during the Plantation days. Shady paths and 
grassy picnic grounds are provided for the many visitors in 
the carefully tended woodland. 


“Muted strains of the composer’s music greet the visitor 
as he ascends the broad steps leading into the stately museum. 
Music follows him through the building, being wafted about 
the domed hall and perfectly proportioned wings by hidden 
amplifiers. Set into the walls of the main hall are the amaz- 
ing three-dimensional animated dioramas, each a masterpiece 
constructed in meticulous detail to illustrate a beloved Foster 


song.” 


Located on U. S. Highway 41, the Memorial is some 
30 miles south of the Georgia line and is within 15 miles of 
Lake City and Live Oak. 


Visitors entering Florida get an inspiring first impres- 
sion at the Memorial, while those who stop off at White 
Springs on their way North take home with them nostalgic 
memories of the Suwannee River and of the Old South that 
Foster immortalized in song. 


Being non-competitive with the state’s many commercial 
attractions (the only charge at the Memorial is a 25-cent 
parking fee for automobiles), the Foster development is 
highly regarded both in Florida and outside Florida as a 
“must” for tourists whose travels take them through the 
north-central part of the state. 


The original idea of a Florida memorial for Foster on 
the banks of the river he made famous in song was advanced 
by Josiah Kirby Lilly, the late Indiana drug magnate and 
financial contributor to other Foster shrines. The idea was 
carried forward by the Florida Federation of Music Clubs 
which obtained the park site and presented it to the State of 


Florida. 


Funds for the initial construction were appropriated in 
turn by the state legislature, which also set up the Memorial 


The historic Suwannee River, made famous by the immortal song of Stephen Foster, 

“Old Folks at Home'’ or ‘‘Way Down Upon the Swannee Ribber,’”’ originates in the 

Okefenokee swamp of South Georgia and winds through North Florida to the 
Gulf of Mexico. 
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Commission to administer the development. Members of the 
Commission are appointed by the governor and serve with- 
out pay. 


Approximately a half-million dollars was spent to bring 
{he Memorial to its present stage of development. The south 
gatehouse and Museum were completed in 1950 and dedicated 
to public use. Among major projects still to be constructed 
on the park grounds are an amphitheatre sponsored by the 
Florida Federation of Music Clubs, a 200-foot carillon tower 
to provide daily programs of Foster music, and a shrine 
featuring a heroic-size statue of the composer. 


A current development program includes construction 
of a gate at the north entrance to the park and installation 
of Conestoga wagons which will be used to transport visitors 
over trails along the Suwannee River. These wagons, replicas 
of the prairie schooners used by the 49ers, will have rubber 
tires and be motor-powered instead of horse-drawn as they 
were in Foster’s “Oh, Susanna” days.

“Oh, Susanna’ is one of the eight famed Foster songs 
illustrated with animated dioramas in the Museum. The 
others are ““‘Way Down Upon the Suwannee River,” “Old Dog 
Tray,” “Old Black Joe,” “Jeanie With the Light Brown Hair,” 
“My Old Kentucky Home,” ‘Open Thy Lattice, Love” and 
“Camptown Races.” Appropriate Foster melodies, played 
through concealed speakers in the high ceilinged museum, 


provide background music for this impressive display. 


The two original paintings of Foster subjects by Howard 
Chandler Christy which grace the alcoves of the museum are 
titled “Beautiful Dreamer” and “Many a Happy Day I’ve 
Squandered.”’ 


Miss Barbara Foster, Florida State University student 


whose soprano voice won her the title of ‘Jeanie 
With the Light Brown Hair’’ in statewide competition 
last year, is shown singing “‘Jeanie’’ beside the three- 
dimensional diorama of the same name in the Foster 
Museum. Eight dioramas depict the color and action 


of the composer's most famous songs. 
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The diorama of “Old Dog Tray,” pictured above, is one of the favorites at the 
Stephen Foster Museum. The old man gazes into the fireplace where scenes of his 
younger days flash before his eyes, and the dog looks up patiently, 
his tail wagging now and again. 


Among several interesting musical instruments on ex- 
hibit is a grand piano used to accompany Jenny Lind—and 
autographed by the great Swedish singer. 


Case after case of musical scores, documents, reproduc- 
tions of art and other mementos of Foster’s era are on dis- 
play for the many thousands of visitors who enjoy the Me- 
morial each year. Most of these exhibits are from the Lilly 
collection of Fosteriana and were donated to the Florida 
Memoria! by the Foster Hall collection of the University of 
Pittsburgh. 


The State of Florida is indebted to Fletcher Hodges, Jr., 
author and historian, curator of the beautiful Stephen Foster 
Memorial, University of Pittsburgh, for his enthusiastic 
assistance and expert cooperation. 


Among special programs sponsored at the Memorial are 
the annual Jeanie contest and the annual Florida Folk Festi- 
val. The former, sponsored by the Florida Federation of 
Music Ciubs, brings together outstanding young women 
musicians of Florida to compete for the title of ‘Jeanie With 
the Light Brown Hair.” A young soprano, Miss Barbara 
Foster, a Florida State University student, currently reigns 
as “Jeanie.” 


The Folk Festival, held each Spring during national 
music week, is a colorful spectacle which attracts more than 
a thousand participants and many thousands of spectators 
to the open air stage on the banks of the Suwannee. The 
purpose of the Festival, sponsored by the Stephen Foster 
Memoria! Commission and the Florida Federation of Music 
Clubs, and staged by the Florida Folk Festival Association, 
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Currently reigning as ‘Jeanie With the Light Brown Hair’’ is Miss Barbara Foster, center, of Tampa.

She fits conveniently into a good-sized 
straw handbag, doesn’t even whimper if her mistress pulls 
the draw-string ... will travel contentedly in a small carrier 
that looks like a cosmetics train case as long as she’s with 
her owners...she can double as a fur neck-piece carried 
over Mrs. Idell’s arm. As a result, ever since 1946 she’s 
gone everywhere with the Idells regardless of rules and 
regulations. 

She’s been from coast to coast in the United States... 
from Palm Beach to New York by ear, plane and train... 
down the Pan-American Highway twice. She’s toured Ger- 
many and Switzerland, lived for a winter in Italy, spent as 
many as 50 days on a freighter. Familiar with numerous 
Central American countries, she’s a refugee from the Guate- 
malan revolution. 

The revolution is really the reason the Idells and Piruli 
now have an attractive new country home west of Palm 
Beach. Mr. Idell is a serious writer. It’s just as necessary 
for him to sit at his typewriter a number of hours every day, 
as it is fer a banker to go to his office. He’s not a bit fussy 
about any elaborate set-up. In fact he didn’t even include 
a study in the new house; he’ll write on a cardtable in the 
living rocr or on the loggia probably. But he must have 
privacy and quiet. He found them difficult to get in Palm 
Beach during the Winter season. So early in 1947, the three 
took off fer Guatemala, and with the exception of flying 
annual visits to the States and some travel abroad, there 
they stayed until last Spring’s revolution. The Idells and 
Piruli took the first plane out that carried passengers. They 
did so with deep regret. Mr. Idell won’t talk about the politi- 
cal situation down there. They left behind a house in 
Antigua, behind whose walls he and his wife lived and 
worked happily. But they feel it will be some time before 
the country’s sufficiently stable to be a good spot for Ameri- 
cans to live. 
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After a stay in New York and a few weeks in the 
Virgin Islands, they returned to Palm Beach to await the 
building of their new home on property out west of town that 
they bought on their return from Guatemala in mid-Summer. 
Mr. Idell feels that it’s far enough away for privacy and 
quiet, close enough to Palm Beach and their friends so that 
they won't feel isolated. There he expects to finish work on 
the new novel, now well underway. Though he originally 
expected his saga of the Rogers family that began with his 
first great success, ‘Centennial Summer,” to be merely a 
trilogy, he‘s now expanding by going backwards. The new 
volume wil be laid between 1844 and 1850 and will deal 
with the family’s early days in America, when its first repre- 
sentative to arrive in this country came with Joseph Bona- 
parte, Napoleon’s brother, who settled in Bordentown, New 
Jersey. 

Bert’s work will keep him busy; Marguerite hopes to 
get back at her painting, both of which occupations can be 
carried on happily in the attractive little ranch house on 
the canal. Designed for tropical living by Mr. Frederick 
William Kessler, who incorporated a number of the owners’ 
special ideas into its plan, it was built by Mr. Fred Evans of 
Palm Beach. 

The $64 question is, how will Piruli take to rural living? 
After all, here’s a dog who once made headlines by appearing 
at a Palm Beach party celebrating the publication of one of 
her master’s books in an ‘emerald’ collar... Her mistress 
confesses it was a dime store bracelet, but the visiting 
reporter wrote that ‘now she’d seen everything.” 

And hbere’s a pooch who’s dined (under the table in her 
mistress’ lap) at the Stork ... “‘21”...the Colony. She dotes 
on Tennessee Williams dramas, especially when they include 
such blonde stars as Jessica Tandy in “Streetcar Named De- 
sire” and Julie Haydon in “Glass Menagerie.” She doesn’t 
like Westexn movies and cares little for the more such 
subtle comedians as Alec Guinness. 

She loves attention ...is never happier than when trot- 
ting down the streets of such cities as New York and Rome, 
bringing smiles to the faces of passers-by. Her greatest hate 
is solitude. In fact, if left alone she howls so that the Idells 
have been forced te take her with them, or get a baby sitter. 
In other words, she’s a spoiled brat!

N “PENCARNE,’ THE WINTER HOME of Mrs. Robert 

Tarraat of Palm Beach and Wilmette, IIl., there is to be 

found the modern day version of the large tropical 
home thai once found its expression in the Arabian Nights 
type of sprawling Spanish palaces. ‘‘Pencarne” is large, 
luxurious, beautiful and utterly livable. 

Gone are the days of lavish formality. In recent years 
there’s been a trend towards smaller, and often guest-proof 
houses. Mis. Tarrant’s house, however, in which she is now 
spending Ler second Winter, is designed for hospitality as 
well as gracious living. It is one of the largest residences 
built here in recent years, with five master bedrooms, as 
well as extensive living area on the ground floor. There’s 
even a nursery for visiting grandchildren. 

Desigi.ed by Mr. John L. Volk, Palm Beach architect, 
it is one of his handsomest residences in the British Colonial 
style, in which he was a pioneer here. Set on a broad ex- 
panse of landscaped beauty with a 300-foot ocean frontage, 
the house 1s reached by a curving driveway through white 
gateways. With columns across the facade, it suggests a 
hint of the Old South though the overall design and the pale 
pink facade with its turquoise shutters and white trim tie 
it much more closely to the Island architecture that gives it 
the name “British Colonial.” 

To the North of the entrance, there is a large motor 
court, an essential of modern day entertaining, and to the 
South and West, the swimming-pool, the center around which 
much wintertime living revolves. The living-room, dining- 
room anc lanai give on the pool-area, extending in L-shape 
around two sides, while the guest-suite with its two bed- 
rooms and loggia faces the court. 

Nowhere is the design for tropical living more apparent 
than in the spacious living area, where sliding glass panels 
can either divide or throw the rooms together. Wide sweep- 
ing windows afford magnificent views of the sea, the pool 
or the garden, providing living pictures that blend with 
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A sweeping drive from North County Road leads to the court and entrance of the 
British Colonial residence of Mrs. Robert Tarrant.

At ‘‘Pencarne,”’ sliding glass panels can appear or disappear in such fashion as to 
throw the living room in the background together with the dining area in the 
foreground or make them separate units. 
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interiors pianned for tropical living. For example in the 
games room, the view of palms outside is seen from a window 
set in mural wallpaper of a Haitian scene with Spanish 
bayonets predominating in the design. 

A graceful curving stairway leads to the upper floors 
with its three bedroom suits. There are ten servants’ rooms, 
some in tiie house, some in the small house near the entrance, 
fashioned from the studio apartment once owned by the 
artist, Feodor Rojankovsky. 

In keeping with the British Colonial motif, the interior 
has been done in a combination of contemporary and tropical 
with a judicious use of some traditional pieces. The decor 
by Margaret Worrell features soft pastel shades to intensify 
the genera! atmosphere of coolness, spaciousness and tropical 
charm. The housc is airconditioned throughout so as to be 
independent of the weather. 

One of the most interesting features of the Worrell decor 
lies in the manner in which the pale melon pink of the 
exterior has been tied up with the interior, notably in the 
area with its living-room section looking out to sea, its lanai 
section connecting the dinning loggia giving on the pool.

in the curtains at the half-way window. 
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Here the color tones verge from off 
white into palest melon and from these 
upwards to a veritable persimmon hue. 
The rugs throughout this part of the 
house are luxuriously soft and melon 
pink. The highly decorative wall-paper 
in the living-room reflects the same 
tones but in deeper colors going on into 
yellow and apricot, while the heavy 
straight draperies at the ocean front 
windows reflect the delicate shade of 
the rugs. 

The furniture here is a combination 
of modern with an interesting Far East 
influence. In the lanai section, rattan 
in tropic mist finish, with shaggy cot- 
ton fringed cushions and upholstery 
predominates. The dining loggia, for 
family and informal use has cast alumi- 
num furnishings, painted in the same 
delicate coral tones. 

In addition to the dining loggia there 
is a large dining-room adjoining, run- 
ning north and south. For this room as 
in her second floor bedroom, Mrs. Tar- 
rant brought the furniture from the 
first house which she built on Palm 
Beach’s ocean front, and which she sold 
to Mr. and Mrs. Henry Ford, 2d. French

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influence is noted in the large bleached 
mahogany table and in the green and 
silver lacquer chairs. 

The games room is one part of the 
house, in which the more vivid hues 
usually associated with the tropics are 
in the ascendancy. In keeping with the 
mood inspired by the Haitian wall 
paper, chairs for the card table are 
upholstered in a bright Tahaitian print 
in which bright pinks and red predomi- 
nate, the effect being most effective 
against the dead white of the inside 
blinds that carry out the British Co- 
lonial motif. 

The hint of the Far East is to be 
noted again in the silk Chinese wall 
paper of the stairway hall, the same 
motif in the paper being repeated in the 
half-way window. 

“Pencarne” is as far removed from 
Palm Beach’s early idea of residential 
luxury as today’s modern hotels from 
the old Royal Poinciana. Designed ac- 
cording to the architect, with the idea 
that a house can be both large and liv- 
able, luxurious, yet functional, it is the 
largest and most elaborate house built 
here in years. 
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VERY DAY’S A FIELD DAY for artists in St. Augustine— 
= the sea, the old town, the countryside, offer the land- 

scape specialist his choice of subjects. The portrait 
painter is content because there’s leisure for people to pose— 
without jitters. Fellow-artists give instructions and help. 
And thers is legend. 

It is apropos to the legend that Whistler’s Mother slept 
here. The famous lady of the rocking chair once lived right 
on the spot where the beautiful new art center has just been 
completed at the corner of Marine and Cadiz Streets. The 
$50,000 building, home of the St. Augustine Art Association, 
with galleries and lounges, by coincidence was erected on 
the spot where Mrs. Whistler stayed, as the house-guest of 
Mrs. John T. Dismukes. 

From that spot Mrs. Whistler wrote a London friend 
to say, “Jamie has just painted my portrait!’, apparently 
never guessing that it would become one of the world’s most 
loved works. And in the same letter, reminiscing about the 
town’s famous landmark, she wrote, “How we used to yell 
and shout in the Old Fort, to make it echo and ring!” 

Living in touch with history like this is almost taken 
for granted in St. Augustine...right around the corner 
where the Aviles Art Gallery stands today once stood the 
patios, the groves and gardens of Bernardo Fernandez, de- 
scendant of the First Florida Family of Solano, circa 1594.

St. Augustine boasts at least two artists who work in 
the intricate and difficult field of wood-cuts—the earliest 
form of printing. This medium is so tedious that few today 
work with it, preferring the quicker, easier linoleum-cuts, 
which are good but do not approach the beauty of the prints 
taken from hard maple or soft bass wood. 

Mrs J. M. T. Reid, vice-president of the St. Augustine 
Art Association, is one who works with wood-blocks; exhib- 
ited her work with the Living American Artists show at 
the New York World’s Fair. Known professionally as Celia 
Cregor Reid, she is a member of the International Book Plate 
Society, studied at the Art Institute in Chicago, has exhibited 
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at the Netional Academy of Design in New York and at 
the Brooklyn Museum. 

“St. Augustine in Woodcuts” is the name of the book 
that Miss Hildegarde Muller-Uri is preparing now, and the 
volume of 22 historic scenes promises to be an appropriate 
and exquisite example of the art. Miss Muller-Uri also does 
portraits and landscapes, studied under Frank Vincent Du- 
mont at the Art Students League, is listed in “Who’s Who 
in Art,” and is a past president of the Art Association. 


Who said “Names make news?” Well, the star-studded 
list of metibers of the St. Augustine art colony — people who 
have exhibited here or who plan to, who hold membership in 
its art clubs — includes such names as Stanley Woodward, 
author, seascape artist, and illustrator for national maga- 
zines; Jossey Bilan, portraitist, formerly head of the Way- 
man Adatis Schoo! at Elizabethtown, N. Y.; Louis Kronberg, 
known as the ‘‘Degas of America’”—one of his paintings of 
the ballet 1s on permanent exhibit here. A man who is known 
country-wide for nis studies of trees, William F. Krandorf, 
lives in Daytona Beach; is a frequent visitor to St. Augus- 
tine. Heinrich Pfeiffer, whose charming studio and garden 
are a mecca for visitors, is known here as the “dean of 
painters.” 

Miss Violet Oakley, who did the murals in the state 
capitol in Harrisburg, and whose portrait sketches at the 
Geneva Conference have been so widely acclaimed, has done 
a portrait of Princess Boris Scherbatow, whose home on Bay 
Street is one of St. Augustine’s loveliest. 

And there are other famous names heard around the 
galleries: L. McCormick Goodhart of the Chicago reaper 
family; Fred Dana Marsh; Horace Burr who has produced 
many Broadway shows and who lives in one of the beautiful 
land-mark homes on Aviles Street — altogether a brilliant 
collection of talents, personalities — and names. 

St. Augustine has something for everyone; and it cer- 
tainly has a lot for the art-lover, whether his taste runs to 
modern, to traditional, to oils or ceramics, to serious work,

HE VINCENT VAN GOGH EXHIBITION, which opens 
Ww next week at the Lowe Gallery in Miami after closing 
here at the Society of the Four Arts, has proved the 

art high point of the 1955 Winter season in South Florida. 
Both art and the social have been served in this show. 
In Palm Beach, there was special interest in the presence 
here for the opening of Mr. Vincent Van Gogh, nephew of 
the famea Dutch master, and head of the Van Gogh Founda- 
tion in Ainsterdam that lent the works, with the cooperation 
of the Amsterdam Municipal Museum. Mr. Van Gogh was 
accompanied by his wife, the two coming from Curacao, 
Dutch West Indies, where the paintings were first shown in 
the Western Hemisphere.

IME COMES in the hectic merry-go-round called the 


AN ‘ social season, when even some of the most confirmed 
i Winter coionists have a yen to get away from it all. 


But though they greet with glee the opportunity to live in 
shorts, slacks or bathing suits... to fish and relax without 
living by an engagement book, they’d be mighty unhappy 
away from comfortable beds and the tinkle of ice. That’s 
when they're likely to take off for a hideaway such as Walker 
Cay, wnere the native picturesque quaintness is crossed with 
all the necessary comforts of civilization. 

A number of Palm Beachers are among those who in- 
clude a Walker Cay winter vacation on their schedule. Colonel 
Rokert R. McCormick, well known publisher of the Chicago 
Tribune, :ad his wife, who’ve roamed the earth, or rather 
flown ovex it, count it among one of their favorite spots. 
Mr. Stephen (Laddie) Sanford and his vivacious wife, and 
tue Alexis Obolensky, Jr.’s find time to fish and relax from 
the winter routine there. Just to name a few. 

A vevitable pin-prick on the map, Walker Cay is a tiny 
90-aecre isiand, little more than a half-mile long, set down 
in the midst of a sapphire and emerald sea at the northwest 
tip of the Abaco group of the Bahaman archipelago. This 
minute atoll hideaway is some 110 miles from the Palm 
Beaches, 160 miles from Miami. By air it’s a mere 45 min- 
utes from Palm Beach.

For a number of years, Walker Cay was uninhabited 
except for some Bahaman natives who farmed there. Since 
the mid-thirties, it’s been a club, with the exception of war 
years when the U.S. Navy took over. H. Seymour (Buzz) 
Shonnard, sportsman and aviator, pioneered the project, flew 
parties over personally. This Winter Mr. 8S. Stanley Griffin, 
native Floridian, is beginning his fifth season as owner and 
operator cf Walter Cay Club, Ltd. 

To be accurate, it should be the Stanley Griffins. For 
though Mrs. Griffin and their three young children live at 
the Griffin home in the north end of West Palm Beach, 
while her husband commutes by air, she is a very integral 
part of the operation. 

To hear her husband tell it, she’s everything from secre- 
tary to dispatcher of supplies. Then, too, Mrs. Griffin, for 


whom the “Hannah B” in the club’s fishing fleet was named, 
helped her husband discover Walker Cay. 

Ardent anglers, they formerly spent much time in Sum- 
mer cruising about Bahaman waters on their boat, soon hit 
on Walker Cay as their favorite stop-over. Now as soon as 
school’s out, the whole family moves over for the summer. 

Mr. Griffin owns the 99-year lease on the little British 
island. The Summer seasons are quite informal, the club’s 
closed from September 10 to December 1 to prepare for the 
Winter. For the six weeks up to mid-January, guests arrive 
by charter flights unless they come on their own yachts. 

After January 15, the sky’s the limit on activity, with 
regular scheduled flights providing transportation. The har- 
bor, capable of accommodating boats of six to eight foot 
draft is right at hand near the clubhouse, and Mr. Griffin is

already talking of plans for a protected yacht basin as the 
next project on his agenda. 

Here, far away from the constant jangle of phones and 
worry over parking problems, days are devoted to such diver- 
sions as fishing, trap shooting, shell collecting, swimming in 
the club’s big salt water pool, sunbathing. For the adven- 
turesome, there are expeditions to explore nearby islands. 

There’s plenty of talk about treasure hunting, though 
it’s chiefly chatter. A 72-pound silver bar of Spanish origin, 
regarded as more valuable as a museum piece than for its 
integral worth, was recovered in nearby waters. Some visi- 
tors find fun in poking around the coves, though the territory 
has been pretty well covered in times past. 

Those seeking respite from the hectic tempo of today’s 
life are sure to welcome the Saturday night folk singing 
in contrast to usual night club acts. Native employes who 
staff the club gather on the terrace after dinner to sing and 
play songs handed down from generation to generation in 
the islands. For visitors whose memories may hark back to 
early Palm Beach days, it’s all likely to bring a nostalgic 
thrill, when they recall the unforgettable cakewalks in the 
Cocoanut Grove at the Royal Poinciana Hotel. 

“You can catch anything except seals and walruses out 
of Walker Cay,” says one famous sports writer. “Tuna, 
white marlin, blue marlin, sailfish, kingfish, barracuda, bone- 
fish and others too numerous to mention, many right from 
the dock or shore .. .”
